The northern states, said re 
$»rts in usually well-informed 
circles, believe If Germany were 
Wt peace In the west she could 
prevent the Soviets from domin¬ 
ating eastern Europe. 

These reports circulated In 
foreign circles as a Finnish dele¬ 
gation arrived here for “political 
and economic” talks with Rus¬ 
sian leaders against a background 
of Soviet troops massed, on bor¬ 
ders of the Baltic states. 

The Soviet Union has Just con¬ 
cluded a series of military alli¬ 
ances with Esthonia. Latvia and 
Lithuania, three former seg¬ 
ments of the Russian empire 
which broke away following the 
last war. They became, In effect, 
Soviet protectorates. 

Finland, also once a part of the 
Czarist empire, appeared next In 
line for this “protection.” 

Russia gained points for the 
garrisoning'' of thousands ol 
troops and bases for warships 
and warplanes as well as trade 
and transport concessions 
through her bargains with the 
three little states to the south 
of Finland.
